picture is not of Oswald* ^ 

Kwitny began the show with unjustified puffery, aayiiig he wa£ offering evidence 
"never before publicised,” an odd formulation that suggests but does not mean entirely 
mew, and there was nothing new except the lies. He represented that IQ®* of the criticism 
of the official mythology is Conspiracy theorists," which is t^e best that can be 
said for what ho then was airing.
